To Force a Hasty Sale. 
“This whole business is arranged to 
force a hasty sale of the bonds,” said a 
congressman today, “‘which means of 
course that Morgan and his men will get 
the issue and at their own figures. If Mr. 
Carlisle was anxious to smash the gold 
‘corners’ he could do so in a day by paying 
out silver. He would not only be within 
the law, but he would be following both 
the letter and the spirit of the law. Re- 
member there are twenty-four days more 
for the gold reserve to last. If Wall street 
Wants to it can drain the gold to such 
an ebb that will force the sale of bonds, 


| or else force the payment of silver. 


“That such a drain is going on one has 


but to look at the figures. Yesterday the 
_ Teserve was $58,685,710; today it is a little

more than $57,000,000. 

At this rate the entire reserve will be 
Wiped out in less than twenty-three days. 
Mr. Carlisle foresees a conspiracy and he 
knows that it comes from the bankers who 
Want the bonds, but who are not willing 
to pay for them at their market value. 
Therefore he threatens them with silver 
payment. His bluff may go and they may 
be forced to cease their withdrawals for a 
while, but there must be some drain suffj- 
cient to secure what they want, a foreed 
Bale. 

It has actually come to such a pass 
that a syndicate can be formed in New 
York not only able’ to corner and control 
the gold of this country, but actually to 
coerce the administration, perhaps not un- 
willingly, but nevertheless to force the ad- 
ministration to Sell the government secu- 
rities far below the market price. 

Government is Buying Money. 

The government is not borrowing money, 
it ts buying money—buying money when 
the government has plenty of it. 

This issue cannot be a popular loan. A 
Popular loan implies that the government 
needs money, which it doesn’t. There are 
Over $30,000,000 coined silver dollars in the 
treasury at this time lying idle. If Mr. 
Carlisle will carry out the law and pay a 
few of these out there will be no further 
need of bond issues. 

Mr. Cleveland only wants to force to the 
attention of the country that he has to 
Sell to the Syndicate at last—that he cannot 
help it—for the syndicate: is in control.

Rely on New York Bankers. 

At the same time, the department is re- 
lying very largely upon tne co-operation 
of the New York banks to carry the re- 
serve safely over the present month. It is 
realized that the bankers of New York 
have colicctively more ‘at stake in pre- 
serving the credit of the government than 
any other class of men in the country, 
and it is confidently believed they. will do 
all in their power, by concerted and indi- 
vidual action, to prevent the reserve being 
encroached upon to a dangerous extent. 
It is believed that in an emergency the 
banks could be depended upon to draw 
upon their own reserves of gold to a con- 
Siderable extent rather than to transfer 
demands to the sub-treasury in such vol- 
ume as to reduce the reserve too low. 


KICK AGAINST GOLD BONDS. 


Resolution That Was Offered in the 
New York Assembly. 

Albany. N. Y., January 8.—Hardly an as- 
semblyman was absent when at 8:45 the 
first practical business session of the low- 
er house of the year 1896 convened. 

The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. Babcock, of Chautauqua, and. went 
over under the rules: 

Whereas, James A. Roberts, comptroller 
of this state, hag caused the issue of ad- 
vertisements for the sale of $2,000,000 of 
bonds of the state, running for a period 
of ten years, commanding interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent, which bonds he prem- 
ises to pledge the state to pay, principal 
and interest, in gold, and 

Whereas, this action, taken under the 
pretended authority of the canal improve- 
ment act of 1895, can have no other result 
than, to discredit the lawful money of the 
United States, which we stand pledged 
by party platforms and national statute 
to maintain at par with gold, and 

Whereas, neither the legislature of this 
state, nor the people who voted to approve 
of the law authorizing the sale of bonds 
for the improvement of the canal, author- 
ized the issuing of gold bearing bonds, 
believing that the money which was good 
enough to be received by the state and 
paid to its employes was good enough 
to be used in paying the principal and in- 
terest of the indebtedness, and 

Whereas, the state of New York has no 
power to compel the payment of taxes 
in gold, and is, therefore, likely to find 
itself compelled to enter the market and 
pay a premium upon the gold necessary 
ta pay these bonds, thus adding to treate 
an artificial demand for gold, and 

Whereas, the only pretended precedent 
for this usurpation of the prerogatives of 
the legislature of this state is found in 
the action of the canal board of 1872, when 
silver, commanding a premium of 3 per 
cent over gold, while greenbacks were 
below par, it was decided that the old 
canal bonds, for which coin was received, 
should be paid in gold, thus saving the 
state from paying a premium, or from 
repudiating a part of its indebtedness, and 

Whereas, the action of 1872 was taken 
under the provisions of an act passed in 
1855, before the constitution was changed, 
in respect to the power of the legisla- 
ture to create debts, and was to pay bonds 
issued on a coin basis, while the present 
canal appropriation is made under the 
special provisions of the revised and 
amended constitution, and is, therefore, 
wholly an original proposition governed 
entirely by the law of 1895, and whereas, 
the law of 1895 gives no authority for 
issuing gold bearing bonds, therefore be it 

Resolved, that this house distinctly dis- 
approves of the action of the comptroller, 
and protests against the usurpation of 
powers which belong to this house in 
common with the senate as the direct 
representatives of the people. 

Resolved, that a copy of this resolution 
be served by the clerk upon the comptrol- 
ler of this state at once, to the end that 
the sale of bonds, which is advertised 
to be made at the office of the comptrol- 
ler upon the 9th of the yresent month, 
may be stopped and tlhe rights of the peo- 
ple may be protected and the integrity 
of the national currency be preserved. 
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DR. FELTON’S CASE COMPLICATED 


Committee Will First Decide If Mrs. 
Felton Can Appear. 
Washington, January §.—(SpecialL.)—The 
briefs in the case of W. H. Felton against 
Representative Maddox were filed today 
with No. 2 committee on elections, of 
which Judge, Daniel ,of New York, is 
chairman. Dudley and Michenor, and Mrs. 
W. H. Felton are named as attorneys for 
the contestant. The first thing the com- 
mittee will decide is whether Dr. Felton’s 
wife can be named as one of his attorneys, 
and whether Dr. Felton can take part of 
the money usually allowed for these con- 
tests to pay for his wife’s services as at- 
torney. Congress need allow nothing if 
the facts do not warrant it. The law pro- 
viding for contested election cases says 
that himself or counsel may appear. The 
legal acception of the term counsel is an 
attorney qualified in the law, so this point 
must be settled before the case opens. The 
committee will begin its work on this case 

at once. 

Decide to Postpone Reorganization. 
The republican senators in caucus today 

decided that they would not reorganize 

the officers of the senate until the new 

Utah senators qualify.

DROPPED FOR THE SAME CRIME 


Gallows. 


Warm Words Were Exchanged Be- 
tween Rev. Mr. Merritt and 
Hathorn.

Hattiesburg, Miss., January 8.—(Special.) 
In accordance with sentence passed: upon 
them at the last term of the circuit court 
of this, Perry county, F. D. Hathorn, 
white; and Thompson Wade, colored, were 
legally executed at the old town of Au- 
gusta, twenty miles east of this place, 
which is the site of the first district of 
Perry county. 

The crime of which the two men were 
convicted was the murder, in October last, 
of Hathorn’s. wife, the negro having been 
hired to commit the crime, which was one 
of the most brutal ever committed in this 
state, by the husband of the woman. The 
execution took place in the courthouse 
square, in sight of the gallows on which 
James Copeland, the noted outlaw, met 
death nearly forty years ago, and was 
witnessed by a crowd of over three hun- 
dred people. The men have been confined 
in the jail at this place since their cap- 
ture, but were taken to the scene of the 
€xecution yesterday morning at an early 
hour, and upon their arrival at the jail 
put under the death watch. 

The solemn march from the small jail 
to the scaffold was begun shortly after 
noon today, the condenfned men walking 
with firm, steady tread, and mfounting the 
scaffold in the same manner. 

Both were allowed to talk on the scaffold 
and Hathorn there admitted for the second 
time his part in the commission of the 


that he was urged on by a young white 
woman, Josephine Merritt by name, for 
whom he deserted his wife and with whom 
he lived for a while. 

H-+ stated just before the black cap was 
adjusted that he ought to be hanged, but 
that the Merritt woman should be required 
to die also, as she was the one that insti- 
gated the crime and her father knew it. 

The father of the Merritt woman, who 
is a minister of the gospel, was among the 
spectators when Hathorn made this start- 
ling statement. 

The old mfan contradicted him, and then 
followed a lengthy argument between 
them. The condemned men displayed iron 
herve and were from first to the last talk- 
ing from the scaffold in steady, loud 
voices. ce i 

The drop fell at 1:35 and fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes later the men were pronounced 
dead and the bodies cut down. 

Hathorn’s remains will be buried be- 
Side those of his wife tomorrow morn- 
ing. He was a first cousin of N. C. 
Hathorn, a populist senator from Marion 


county, and a well known man in this 
part of the state. 


Hathorn’s Confession. 

In speaking of the Merritt 
Hathorn said: 

“The influence of thts woman drove me 
to desperation. The awful condition of 
my life at this time was such as to unfit 
me for anything. My oldest children 
thought that I was half crazy. I once 
made preparation to end my life by sui- 
cide. During all this time I would fre- 
quently try to get my wife to divide what 
we had and let us part, but she would not 
give me anything. I had been told up 
here that people think I want that woman 
to suffer for what I have done. This is 
not true. She is the price of my life, but 
I wish her no harm. God knows she will 
have enough sin of her own to answer 
for. I would be glad to know that her 
future life was such as to redeem the 
past if possible. 

“The negro, Thompson Wade, was in my 
employment and some time in December 
last, seeing that I was distressed and 
wretched, asked me what was the matter. 
I told him all about my trouble. He vol- 
untarily told me not to be bothered aout 
that any more. He said that he would at- 
tend to it. He made repeated promises 
and had failed. He would come and get 
provisions, and I told him if he was go- 
ing to comply with his promise I wanted 
him to do so. I did not threaten him, as 
he says. It would have been tolly for me 
to have done so. He had a gun and there 
was nothing on the place that I could 
shoot with. : 

The Morning Before the Killing. 

“I saw him on the morning before the 
kilbng at night. He said he would at- 
tend to it at night, and did so. I saw him 
at the gate, but not at the window, as he 
says. I would have given a thousand 
worlds, if I had had them, in five minutes 
after the gun fired if I could have recalled 
it, but it was too late. I don’t under- 
stand why or how I could ever give my 
consent to permit my wife to be killed. I 
never found pleasure in seeing anything 
suffer. I always loved my children and 
gone through heat and eodli.:day and 
night, to make a suppot for them. My 
wife was a good woman, She was natut- 
ally of a jealous tempefament and frac- 
tious, but she was industrious and | she 
was a good. mother. If she would only 
have been willing to part with me (after 
it became impossible for us to live to- 
gether) and allow me to have a part of 
what we had both worked for, she would 
be alive today.”’

SENATOR GEORGE’S SHOES HAVE 
TO FIT ONLY HIMSELF. 


Democratic Joint Caugus Was Held 
Last Night—Nothing of Impor- 
tance Was Done. 


Jackson, Miss:, January 8.—(Special.)— 
The democratic joint caueus of the house 
and senate called for the purpose of aomi- 
nating a United States senator and state 
librarian, was organized by the election 
of Representative A. J. Russell, of Lauder- 
dale, as chairman, and Hon. L. Pink Smith, 


of Washington, as secretary. 

Mr. Smith was elected by acclamation. 
Hon. J. Alcorn Glover, of Coahoma, was 
put in nomination for chairman of the 
caucus by Representative Stevens, of Car- 
roll, the leaders of the Money forces. Sena- 
tor Bowers nominated Mr. Russell. As the 
Money forces had claimed all day that they 
would take a ballot fof senator tonight, 
and as Mr. Stevens nominated Mr. Glover, 
it was understood that this was a test of 
the money strength. Thirty-two of the for- 
ty-two senators voted for Mr. Russell; 
the other ten for Mr. Giover. On a roll 
call of the house, after 93 votes had been 
cast for Mr. Russell and 27 for Mr. Glover, 
Mr. Glover’s name was withdrawn and Mr. 
Russell’s nomination was made unanimous, 

An effort was made also by Mr. Stevens, 
the leader of the Money forces, to go into 
the election of a United States senator and 
have the librarianship wait. 

This motion failed. If this is really a test 
of the strength of Mr. Money against the 
field, he is not nearly so strong as his 
friends have claimed. The George letter 
in reply to the denials of Governor-elect 
McLaurin, touching the dispute between 
them, all of which has been published and 
with which the public is familiar, was ea- 
gerly read here today. 

The Money people are elated over it, 
while McLaurin’s friends say that it lacks 
terminal facilities, and is remarkable for 
what at does not say.

Mobile, Ala., January %+(Special.)—Guy 
Arrington, of Memphis, surrendered to the 
police Sunday on a self-confessed charge 
of forgery to the amount of $50, on a 
tailoring firm at El Paso, Texas. He 
claimed to be a son of Dr. Arrington, of 
Memphis. This was verified today by the 
arrival of Detective Hendrick, of that 
city, acting on behalf of Dr. Arrington, in 
conjunction with Messrs. Gregory lL. 
Smith and R. Semmes, of this city, to ob- 
tain his release. The plea of insanity has 
been set up, and a letter received from 
Chief Moseley, of Memphis, states that 
the prisoner is not accountable for his 
actions. This is borne out by the young

Havana, Cuba, January 8.—Special cable 
dispatch to The Herald says:

Gomez, however, unconscious to all ap- 
pearance of the ambuscade prepared for 
him, continues to advance turther west, 
moving along the line of the British rail- 
way connecting Havana with Pinar del 
Rio, raiding the way stations, burring’ 
telegraph offices, tearing up tracks, blow- 
ing up bridges and surprising small Zov- 
ernment garrisons along his line of march. 

Le Luehe reperts that the rebels have 
burned the Cabanas lighthouse, near Bahia 
Honda, in the province of Pinar del Rio. 
The citizens of Guanabacoa are preparing 
for the defense of the town and ambus- 
cades are being placed in the outskirts of 
Havana.

CAMPOS HAS A WORD. 


Says It Is Absurd To Talk of Insur- 
gents Entering Havana. 
Washington, January 8&.—The Spanish 
minister received tonight a cablegram from

The 
insurgents have proceeded west without 
daring to stop in any place, and are avoid- 
ing all encounters. They are continually 
pushed, although the results are not sat- 
isfactory on account of their destruction 
of property. Nothing is in danger, and it is 
absurd to suppose that they will pretend 
to attempt to surround or enter Havana, 
when, until the present moment, they have 
not dared to enter any town of medium 
importance. In the department of the east 
the principe villas, and even in Matanzas, 
nothing of importance has occurred, in the 
past few days, notwithstanding that a 
large number of troops have been with- 
drawn from there. The insurgents are not 
supported by the population.”’

FINANCE COMMITTEE CAUCUS. 


Republicans Find That There May Be 
a Deadlock. 

Washington, January 5.—If the republican 
members of the senate committee on 
finance act in accordance with the vote of 
the republican caucus this afternoon, and 
if Mr. Jones persists in his intentions to 
demand that raw sugar shall be given the 
15 per cent of an increase provided by the 
house in every other schedule, there will 
probably be a deadlock in the committee, 
and the bill cannot be reported. There is a 
general belief, however, that Mr. 
will relent and act with the republicans. 

The resolutions introduced yesterday by 
Mr. Quay declaring it to be the sense of 
the caucus that the republicans should 
report the tariff bill from the committee 
as it came from the house, passed the cri- 
sis this afternoon, after an hour of de- 
bate, without division and by a practically 


unanimous vote. The chief point in the dis-— 


cussion was-the probable attitude of the sil- 
ver républicans. Many of these were out- 
spoken in their desire to have the tariff 
bill passed.and declared that it would be 
unwise to place a free coinage rider there- 
on, especially in view of the fact that such 
a bill was now before the senate and 
would be passed before action was had on 
the tariff bil. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, however, threw 
a brand among his associates when he 
made a vigorous speech and said that for 
one he proposed to assist in placing a free 
coinage amendment on every tariff buiil 
until such a measure became a law . He 
would not only vote to put it on this bill, 
but he declared it to be his intention 
to endeavor to assist in having such an 
amendment placed on a tariff pill in the 
next congress if the republicans controlled 
both branches of the legislative and also 
the executive department. This statement 
embarrasged the republicans greatly. Mr. 
Teller did not say that he wouid offer such 
an amendment, but stated positively that 
if offered he would vote for it. Other 
silver men expressed their intention of 
being satisfied with the free coinage sub- 
stitute to the bond bill. Conservative sil- 
ver men will not join Mr. Teller in this 
vote, and the votes of the sound money 
men on the other side of the chamber are 
counted on to defeat such a proposition. 

Just as the caucus was about to ad- 
journ Mr. Pettigrew asked when the re- 
publicans proposed to consider the question 
of the reorganization of the 
fices of the senate, and suggested 
this would be as good a time as any.

ONE MADE BOLD CONFESSION 


Said It Was Not His Only Crime of 
the Kind, 


THE OTHER WAS MORE  RETICENT 


Insisted That He Was Innocent, 
but Failed To Make Any Im- 
pression on the Mob. 


Jackson, Tenn., January 8%.—(Special.)— 
Frank Simpson and Harrison Fuller, two 
negroes, who made criminal assaults upon 
Mrs. Pomeroy and her daughter near Hu- 
ron, Henderson county, about three months 
ago, were lynched this afternoon at Lex- 
ington, Tenn., twenty-eight miles east of 
here. The mob Was composed of several 
hundred determined men and was led by 
the most prominent republicans of the 
county. The two negroes have been im- 
prisoned in Nashville since their crime 
was committed, the authorities believing 
that the prisoners would be lynched if 
they were allowed to remain in jail at 
Lexington. 

Criminal court is in session in Lexington 
and the trial of Simpson and Fuller was 
set for today. When the train arrived this 
evening the prisoners were brought from 
the train by two officers. In a few mo- 
ments the mob quietly took possession of 
them, ropes were placed around their necks 
and they were led to a big trestle near 
the town and hanged and their bodies rid- 
dled with bullets. The two wretches were 
given an opportunity to talk before their 
execution. 

Frank Simpson made a full confession. 
He acknowledged the crime and said fur- 
ther that he had assaulted two other white 
women in Mississippi and that it had been 
his custom to go through the country and 
drive negro men from their wives and take” 
possession of them, He was a bravado to 
the last. Fuller denied his guilt and @ied 
declaring that he was innocent. There was 
a large crowd present, among them quite 
a number of the leading citizens of the 
county, all of whom seemed to think that 
the negroes received their just deserts. 

None of the mob were masked.: They were 
cool, quiet and determined. The attorney 
feneral, B. J. Howard, who was present, 
did all he could to prevent the lynching 
The mob had taken the negroes, but he ap- 
pealed to them to stay the execution until 
it could be sanctioned by law, but he was 
powerless.

JAMES SHOT 70 KILL 


Whipped His Wife and Then Murdered 
Her Brother. 


|A SHOTGUN CALLED INTO USE 


Coroner’s Inquest Brought in a Ver- 
dict of Willful Manslaughter 
Yesterday. 


Douglasville, Ga., January 8,—(Special.)— 
Yesterday evening at 7:30 o’clock Mr. Ed 
McKelvey, a prosperous young fariner 
twenty-one years old, who lives with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charley Mckelvcy, 
two miles from here, was shot and Kilicd 
by Loyd James, his brother-in-law, at the 
home of the latter. 

From the evidence given before the coro- 
ner’s jury this afternoon, the killing was 
a most deliberate one. The verdict of the 
coroner’s jury was that of willful mur- 


der. 
There were three eyewitnesses to the 


killing—Mrs. Loyd James, her father and 


mother. 
The facts of the killing as told by the 


witnesses before the coroner’s Jury are in 
substance as follows: 

In the early part of the afternoon Loyd 
James went to Douglasville and when he 
returned home in the evening he found 
his wife reading a newspaper. Without a 
word he jerked it from her hand, saying 
that she was a d—d fool and couldn’t read. 


He then whipped her. 

When she was released she ran to her 
parents’ home, which is only a few hun- 
dred yards away, and related to thein 
the history of the unmerciful treatment to 
which she had been subjected. In com- 
pany with her father, mother and brother 
Ed she returned home, where they found 
her husband standing in the door holding 
a shotgun in his hand.

Declaration of Transvaal Independence 
by Germany 


WOULD EQUAL AN ULTIMATUM 


War Is Not Only Possible, but Is 
Probable. 


SIR EDWARD ARNOLD'S WARLIKE TALK 


English People Will Not Stand Very 
Much Bluster from Germany. 
Outcome in Doubt. 


New York, January 8.—A special. cable 
to The Sun from London says: 

“Dispatches received in London after 
midnight from Berlin reiterate in terms 
which almost compel belief Germany’s in- 
tention to declare the independence of the 
Transvaal republic. 

‘*‘The London morning papers, just issued, 
credit the announcement and they inter- 
pret that it means war. It should be said, 
in explanation of this interpretation, that 
the editors of the principal London jour- 
nals were invited to meet Mr. Chamberlain 
yesterday. The results of the inspiration 
received at these , interviews are words 
that will send the country to arms as soon 
as they are read, / 

“There is no longer any attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that war is not only possible; 
but probable, Even the radical Daily Chron- 
icle, in a leader fully indorsing the gov- 
ernment policy, says at the outset: ~* 

“ “The tension is so extreme at the pres- 
ent moment that every man on these is- 
lands should feel resting upon him a heavy 
sense of responsibility. We assume that 
the defensive forces of the empire will be 
ready.’ 

“It is plainly intimated in the inspired 
editorials that England is prepared to deal 
both with the German emperor and with 
any dictator, plainly meaning Mr. Rhodes, 
who may assert himself in British South 
Africa. These allusions strengthen the be- 
lief that a revolution has been attempted 
or is now existing in Cape Colony under 
Rhodes’s leadership. 

“Sir Edward Arnold, after consulting 
Mr. Chamberlain, writes a Daily Tele- 
graph leader beginning: 

“ ‘It is not enough in these days to have 
merely a just case, Justice, Englishmen are 
painfully discovering, must wear the “*pan- 
oply of strength.’ ” 

“*We are, therefore, glad to announce 
that her majesty’s government, confident 
of the correctness of their action in the 
matter of the Transvaal and resolute to 
maintain the rights of the queen, have di- 
rected naval and military measures to be 
taken which will put anything like a sur- 
prise or defiance in South Africa alto- 
gether out of the question.’ 

“The Standard, which is usually con- 
sidered most closely to voice the govern- 
ment policy, declares in most strenuous 
terms that the government will maintain 
the protectorate of the Transvaal against 
the German emperor’s assaults and ven- 
tures the prophecy that the kaiser will 
be disappointed in his hopes to gain French 
and Russian assistance in attacking 
British prestige.

MANSFIELD AS RODION 


THE ACTOR DEPICTS A NEW 
CHARACTER AT THE LYCEUM. 


Railroad Delays Cause Delays All 
Around—“Beau Brummel” This 
Afternoon—Hopper Tonight.

Mr. Mansfield is always a most welcome 
visitor. Atlanta is not different from 
other cities in appreciating the worth of 
the actor and the magnificence of his art, 
but we certainly claim the right to join 
in his praise. While the audience which 
greeted him in “The Story of Rodion the 
Student” at the Lyceum last night was 
not as large as many he has had here, the 
difference may fairly be attributed to the 
inclemency of the weather and not to any 
waning in the admiration felt for the man 
wha, despite the cavils of critics, is 
America’s foremost actor. Not that the 
audience was small, for it was not; but it 
was not large—certainly by no means as 
large as the character of the attraction 


warranted. 

Mr. Mansfield is a great actor and he has 
given us many evidences of that fact. But, 
not barring that death in “The Parisian 
Romance” or the grewsome “Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde,” he has given us nothing as 
magnificently strong as his portrayal of 
the character of Rodion, the student. 
Never before has he given such evidence of 
the firm grasp he has upon his art—his 
mastery of it—as he gives here. 

“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” has been de- 
scribed as grewsome. What, then, can be 
said of “The Story of Rodion, the Stu- 
dent?” If it took one weeks to forget the 
horrors of that unique story it will take a 
lifetime to blot out the impression made 
by Mansfield’s portrayal of the eentral role 
in this new play. The play itself is a 
nightmare—no other word seems adequate 
in describing it. It is a psychologic study 
of crime and the way atonement comes for 
it—a dramatization, in fact, of Dostoye- 
vesky’s great novel, “Crime and Punish- 
ment.’”’ Rodion is a poor student of Rus- 
sia, the cotintry where poverty reaches its 
climax. He believes that crime Hes in the 
motive, not in the act, and that so lorg 
as the motive is good killing is no crime. 
Acting on this theory he kills an old 
usurer who has oppressed him, who has 
caused the girl he loves to become an out- 
cast and who has oppressed everybody so 
unfortunate as to fall into his clutches. 
This character is made as loathsome as 
possible. He is suspected, but there is no 
proof. A shrewd officer of the police does 
admirable work in the case, but. still finds 
/no direct proof. He consults Rodion, pre- 
(tending to make a confidante of him, and 
is more thoroughly convinced than ever 
‘of the student’s guilt, but cannot find the 
substantial proof so necessary to his case. 
Aman the student knows to be innocent 
has a strong chain of circumstancial evi- 
dence about him, but even the spec- 
tacle of this man apparently going to his 
death does not affect Rodion. The love 
of the poor outcast girl who, despite her 
sin, is good and pure in heart, wakens him 
to a realization of the enormity of. the 
crime and he makes confession as the cur- 
tain falls on the last act.” 

The strong scene of the play is in‘ the 
fourth act, whére, in a delirium, brought 
on by the terrible strain he is undergoing, 
he goes through, in pantomime, the act 
of the murder, bringing it all out most 
vividly. This is of the same nature as a 
similar scene done by Mr. Irving in ‘The 
Bells;’’ and when I say that it is a truly 
remarkable piece of acting I am sure [I ¢o 
not overdraw the picture. It is an act 
that will burn its way into the memory of 
every person who sees it. 

Mr. Mansfield is wonderfully strong 
throughout the entire play. In many re- 
spects this Rodion is the best he has 
ever done—certainly one of the strongest 
fany man on the American stage has ever 
jdone, The play is not only @ grewsome 
thing, but even to the eyes of a tyro grave 
errors of construction are evident. Still 
the acting causes one to forget aii this. 
Mr. Mansfield is, of course, admirably sup- 
ported, as he always is. Miss Cameron 
Was never seen to better advantage unless 
it was in ‘‘Arms and the Man.” Mr. Har- 
kins is magnificent as the officer of police. 
Mr. Lyons does splendid work as Sonia’s

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SAYS HE'S REFORMED 


A Prisoner Writes to Mr. W. C. Carter 
for a Pardon. 


LETTER RECEIVED YESTERDAY. 


The Prisoner Says He Is a Big Ex- 
pense to the Government and 
Ought To Be Released. 


One of the inmates of the federal prison 
in Ohio has written a letter to Mr. W. C. 
Carter, the clerk of the United States 
court for the northern’ district of 
Georgia, asking him to use his influence 
with the district attorney in the matter 
of securing a pardon. He says the govern- 
ment is keeping him at very great ex- 
pense, 

The letter is a most amusing piece of 
composition, written in a schoolboy’s awk- 
ward scroll and without the least concep- 
tion of orthography. It gives a clear in- 
sight into prison life at the north and 
strongly emphasizes the need of a federal 
prison in the south. Thé& letter is both 
humorous and pathetic and a strange med- 
ley of feeling is produced by the contents 
of the paper. 

The prisoner’s name is George W. Terry. 
He has been an inmate of the peniten- 
tiary for several months. He says if he 
has not reformed by this time he ought 
not to live. He was convicted by over- 
Wwhelming testimony and all the evidence 
went to show that he was a man of bad 
character. 

He declared as soon as he reached the 
penitentiary that he would serve his term 
out without asking for a pardon, but he 
soon came to a different conclusion. He 
thinks it will be much cheaper fof the 
government to let him out and offers this 
aS an argument for his release. 

Here is Terry’s letter: 

“Mr. W. C. Carter—Dear Sir: I wish to 
write you these few lines to let you noe 
my present condition. I am in bad heaith 
and have bin so for five months. I had 
measles last summer and I taken cold on 
my lungs and now I have consumtion. It 
has got to whare the docters of this prison 
cannot do me any good, so they say. Il 
noe they don’t do me much good and I 
want to ast a favor of you. I desire you to 
ast Mr. James to faver me. Please see 
him and ast him to consent for me to have 
a pardon. I will say this, that I will not 
give the United States eny more trouble 
in any way. I have been shut up fifteen 
months from my family and they are on 
suference. I have a wife and two small 
children that need my labor for support 
and I will have to get better than I am if 
I am able to support myself, and I don’t 
think I had a fare trile and I no one thing 
that I did not whip eny man and I noe 
that I don’t noe who did it and also that 
they gave me one year more for whipping 
a man than they give those four men that 
pled gilty to hanging a man. There was 
no fairness in that I don’t think. I noe 
that I made whisky and sold it too, but 
I. didn’t whip that man and was not along 
when he was whipped. I received a letter 
from. attorney ginel harmon at Washing- 
ton and he sed that Mr. James would have 
to help me before he could do enything for 
me and sed that if Mr. James sined it 
that he thought I would be all o. k. And 
you please see him for me and try to get 
him .to help me out. It will cost the 
United States $300 to keep me here the 
rest of my time and I noe that if thay 
wont help a man out of this that they 
aint got no human symipithy. I consider 
that I have lost $200 and just as good as 
lost my life all soe and I would not have 
suffered as I have for a piece of gold as 
big as the city of Atlanty and if this wont 
reform a man I think he ought not to live 
eny longer. When I started up heare Ii 
told the boys I did not want’ eny pardon 
but I soon changed my mind and Mr. 
James promised to help me when he got 
all the boys tried. Write to me jist as soon 
as you see him and let me heare by the 
12. Yours as ever, 

“GRPORGE W. TERRY, No. 25.438.” 

“Pp. S.—Mr. Carter, a pardon will have 
to _— me verry soon if it does me eny 
good.”’

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USED A SHOTGUN ON HIM. 


Heard’s Ante-Mortem Statement 
Makes Redd a Murderer. 


Columbus, Ga, January 8.—(Special.)— 
The killing that occurred Monday night, 
seven miles east of this city, is turning out 
to be quite a perplexing affair. Two entire- 
ly different stories are told about the mat- 
ter. One of these is the statement of Wes- 
ley Redd, the murderer, who is now in 
Muscogee jail, and who says he did the 
killing in self-defense, as Heard attacked 
him with a knife. The other is the ante- 
mortem statement of Andrew Hear, which, 
it is said, is corroborated by Redd’s wife, 
who was present when the tragedy oc- 
curred. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Martin held 
an inquest over Heard’s body at the scene 
of the affair, several miles east of the 
city. The evidence showed that the shoot- 
ing occurred about 10 o’clock Monday night, 
and Heard lived until 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning. His wound was a frightful one, 
The charge from Redd’s gun had torn 
its way through his body, detaching a 
small piece of his heart. The weapon used 
was a shotgun and not a Winchester rifle, 
as reported. 

Quite a number of neighbors had rush- 
ed to the scene after the firing, and to 
them, while slowly dying, he gasped out 
his story of the tragedy. His statement 
made to the neighbors was told by them 
at yesterday afternoon’s inquest. Heard 
said that when he called at Redd’s house 
Monday night, Redd was beating his wife 
with a stick. Heard knocked for admit- 
tance, but Redd paid no attention to him. 
Finally, however, the woman opened the 
door for him and he walked in. He re- 
monstrated with Redd for whipping his 
sister in such a manner. As he was ready 
to go, Redd loaded his gun, and taking his 
stand outside, deliberately shot him as he 
passed out the door. 

The fact came out at the inquest that 
Redd had struck his wife in the head last 
Friday night with a lightwood Knot, pro- 
ducing a painful wound. It is said that he 
also had threatened her life Monday night. 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdjct of 
murder. A warrant for murder was issued 
yesterday morning for Redd’s arrest and 
armed with it, Deputy Sheriff Lodsinger 
went out to the scene of the tragedy yes- 
terday afternoon, but did not find the mur- 
derer. Redd arrived, however, in the city 
this morning and surrendered to the au- 
thorities. The negro was placed in jail. 
Unless he waives commitment, the pre- 
liminary investigation will take place be- 


fore Justice Lennard tomorrow. 


DISPOSING OF THE CONVICTS. 


County Commissioners Decide to Or- 
ganize a Chaingang. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)—The 
matter of disposing of the county convicts 
is atout to be settled here, although the 
cuestion has caused the authorities no littie 
amount of uncasiness during the past week. 
The present convict system was practically 
knocked out by the recent decision of the 
supreme court in regard to hiring out con- 
victs, théugh it is very probable that the 
cld gang will remain intact, as the convicts 
confined there had much rather remain 
where they are than to change places on 
an uncertainty. 

At the tneeting of the county commis- 
sicpers today it was decided to organ:zc 
a county chaingang at once, and to usc 
the convicts on the reads and other public 
wcrks. It is probable that the gang will 
have fifty or <« hundred members in a few 
months, as the bad element in many of the 
mills and turpentine farms through this 
section supplement the gangs nearly as fast 
as the city court can handle them. Mc-

THEY WAITED IN VAIN. 


Agent of the African Emigration So- 
: ciety Skipped. 


Albany, Ga., January 8&.—(Special.)}—The 
country around the little village of Bacon- 
ton, on the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railway, has recently been the scene 
of operation of.a very smooth African 
colonization agent, and not less than twen- 
ty-five negro families in that community 
have had their dreams of a home in a land 
flowing with milk and honey rudely dissi- 
sipated. 

The agent, who was a bright mulatto 
well dressed and apparently well educated, 
went at his work in a@ systematic manner 
causing his dupes to sacrifice all their 
earthly belongings in order to get money 
to defray their expenses to Africa and to 
set them up in business after they had 
reached the golden shore. 

By artful representations he succeeded 


in getting into his hands $300 or $400, and 


then left ostensibly for Brunswick to ar- 
range for transportation. He appointed 
last Friday afternoon as the time when he 
would return with a special in which they 
would begin their long journey. There was 
no failure upon the part of the would-be 
emigrants to meet the afternoon train 


‘ast Friday. Whole families, from the in- 


fant to the gray and bent grandfather 
and mothers, awaited in anxious anticipa- 
tion only to have their hopes blighted 
with the frosts of cruel disappointment. 
The train came, but not the colonization 
agent nor the special car. He had gone 
to play his game again elsewhere, and so 
they were forced to turn. back to the 
friends they had sought to desert to help 
them in their distress. 


AT THE END OF WINCHESTERS. 


Capture of Walker, Who Killed Peters, 
Was Effected Yesterday. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Henry V. Walker, who killed W. A. Peters 
a few miles above this city, in the fall, was 
arrested and lodged in jail today. Walker > 
was caught sixteen miles below Live Oak, 
Fla. He was shingling a house when Sher- 
iff Hawkins and a deputy of Columbia lev- 
eled their winchesters on him and com- 
manded to surrender. 

Walker is the man who was badly cut 
in the altercation with Peters and escaped 
from his guards while they were expecting 
him to die from his wounds. It was said 
that he had killed two men in Florida and 
that he es¢aped from the jail while a 
mob was trying to lynch him. Walker 
stated this morning that this was not true, 
that it was another Walker who was in 
that scrape.- He also alleges that he killed 
Peters in self-defense. 


A FATAL THIRTEEN. 


Mr. John Roach Died Yesterday from 
Wounds Received. 
Covington, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John Roach, who was severely cut by Mr. 
Sam McCart on Christmas eve, died early 
this morning. The cut was on the right 
side, was about five inches long and ex- 

tended through one rib into the liver. 

The coroner held an inquest this morn- 
ing, the verdict of the jury being ‘“man- 
slaughter.”’ 

Mr. Jim Banks was shot and killed here 
on Christmas eve just thirteen years ago. 


COLONEL GREEN DEAD. 


He Was One of the Prominent Citizens 
of Milledgeville. 


Milledgeville, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 
Colonel James A. Green, for many years 
a prominent citizen of Milledgeville, died 
at his home in this city yesterday morning. 
He had been in failing health for several 
years, but his death was sudden and unex- 
pested. On Monday he fell in a store, 
sustaining slight injuries, and it is 
thought his death was due to the shock 
from this fall. Funeral services were held 
at the home today. The body will be 
taken to Livingston, near Rome, tomor- 
row for iuterment. Colonel Green was 
twice inarr*‘ea and leaves a widow and ten 
children, all grown. He held several im- 
portant cffices in Georgia, all of which he 
filled with credit. When a young man he 
held a clerical office in the state capitol. 
In 1856 he was made surveyor general of 
the state, serving twoterms. For five years, 
under the administration of Governor 
Brown, he was principal keeper of the 
penitentiary. Afterwards he served as 
s.eward of the state lunatic asylum for 
three years. He represented Baldwin cou.2- 
ty in the legislature for two terms, from 
1876 to 1879. He introduced the bill creat- 
ing the. Middle Georgia Military and Agr - 
cultural college and was largely instrumen- 
tal in securing the oid capitol and grounds 
from the state for school purposes. Until 
a few years ago, when failin healt: 
forced him to resign, he was a@membLer 
of the board of trustees of thaf institu- 
tion. To the day of his aeath h2 was 
devoted to the college and felt tnat no 
sacrifice was too great for its interests. 
Colonel Green was widely known as a 
claim agent.. He spent a number of years 
after the war in prosecuting tho Trezevant 
claim in behalf of Georgia azainst the 
federal government and was iinally suc- 
cessful. He was looking aitir several 
claims at the time of his death. Colonel 
Green was a veteran of the Creek war in 
1836 and was the only survivor of that war 
in this section. 

Death of Mrs. Moore. 

Valdosta, Ga. January 8&.—(Special.)— 
Valdosta was saddened late this evening 
by the announcement of the death of Mrs. 
Mattie Hoff Moore, the assistant principal 
of the Valdosta institute. Mrs. Moore nas 
been ill through ail of the holidays and 
her condition has grown more despersie 
every day until this morning, when it was 
thought that she was improv'z. She was 
Stricken by a high fever about noor anj 
at 4 o’clock death claimed her. Mrs. Moore 
was the relict of Professor Moore, who was 
in charg® of the institute as principal at 
the time of his death. She was in the 
prime of life, an excellent condu:tor ad 
identified with many Works in woman’s 
world and her death, almost tragic in sud- 
denness, is greatly deplored here.

VIRGINIA RAILROAD COMMISSION 


A Bill Introduced to Create One with 
Unusual Powers. 


Richmond, Va., January 8.—(Special.)—A 
bill was introduced ig the Virginia senate 
yesterday which proposes to create a 
railway commission with unusual powers. 
It is to be composed of three members, at 
a salary of $2,500 each, who are to have 
power to fix rates for all railroads, cana®, 
express and telegraph companies doing 
business in this state. There is already a 
railroad commissioner in Virginia, but he 
has no power of fixing rates or other 
arbitrary authority of supervision of the 
business of transportation companies. 

The measure proposes to give the com- 
missioner power which the railroads of 
the state have for years fought against. A 
somewhat similar measure was introduced 
at the session of the legislature four years 
ago, but defeated by the railroads. At the 
legislative investigation which grew out 
of General Fitz Lee’s contest with Thomas 
S. Martin for the United States senate, in 
1893, it was admitted in evidence that the 
leading railroad companies of the state 
contributed large sums of money to the 
democratic campaign fund that year. It 
is hardly probable that the railroad com- 
mission bill introduced yesterday will meet 
with any better fate than its predecessor 
of four years ago.

The Democratic Doctrine. 

The inequalities of the kind of tariff 
which the republicans have made their 
party reponsible for, and which, accord- 
ing to John Sherman's plan, they pro- 
pose to advocate as a remedy for the 
present financial dislocation, have hin- 
dered manufacturing enterprises more 
than they have helped them. As the re- 
publican tariff has been in operation 
most of the time during the past thirty- 
odd years, each new enterprise as’ it 
developed has pitched its expectation, 
as well as-its plant, to the measure of 
large profits and indisputed. markets.

promising country on the globe. Before 
they can renew their prosperity they 
will have to aid our people in cutting

the republic and which compels us to 
acknowledge that that only is money 
whiely Great Britain consents to recog- 
nizes as money. 

A democratic tariff for revenue with 
a currency system suited to our needs 
will bring prosperity to our manufact- 
urers and to all our people as well. The 
expenditures of the government have 
grown to such enormous proportions, as 
compared with those of the days before 
the war, that a tariff for revenue nec- 
essary to the maintenance of the credit 
of the treasury must necessarily provide 
a reasonable amount of protection. This 
fact was recognized neither by the Wil- 
son bill, which provided for a deficiency 
of $40,000,000 a year, nor by the senate 
bill, which, stripped of the income tax 
feature, provides for a deficiency. 

The genuine democratic doctrine of a 
tariff for revenue, with protection as a 
necessary incident, is the correct doc- 
trine. Under such a law only such in- 
direct taxation would be levied on the 
people as’ would be necessary to the 
support of the government.

Corporations and Their Rights. 

In Florida there is a popular clamor 
against corporations, and it is feared 
that it will result in hostile and unjust 
legislation. The Jacksonville Citizen 
puts in a plea for the corporations, and 


says: 
The regulations to which a corporation 
is subjected are adapted to encourage the 
enlistment of. capital which could not be 
commanded by an _ unincorporated firm. 
Myriads of men, having limited amounts of 
capital which they wish to have employed 
in a given business, are unwilling to as- 
sume the risks incident to a mere partner- 
ship, while they gladly purchase shares of 
the stock of a company incorporated for 
the prosecution of that business. They 
will not render themselves liable for all of 
the indebtedness of a firm in which they 
have but a minor interest, but, in view of 
prospective profits, they are willing to ac- 
cept the slight chance of losing what they 
pay for their stock. Moreover, they are 
strongly influenced by the consideration 
that corporate rules will serve as a safe- 
guard to their investment by assuring the 
observance of business methods that prom- 
ise success. Another attraction of consid- 
erable weight is the fact that stock- 
helders can use their shares as collateral 
when they have occasion to borrow money 
for Hmited periods. Thus adequate capi- 
tal is often secured for enterprises that 
could not be set on foot without the ad- 
vantages secured by incorporation, and 
men in moderate circumstances are enabled 
to keep their savings profitably employed.

of our progress and prosperity. Corpo- 
rations build our railways, maintain our 
Steamship lines, conduct our insurance 
business, run our banks, and in a thou- 
sand ways advance our interests and 
minister to our convenience. 

It is right to regulate these corpora- 
tions by law, but it is injustice and folly 
to enact legislation which has the effect 
of crippling them. 

The ideal state of the future will be 
as careful in guarding the rights of cor- 
porations as it is in protecting the in- 
tereSts of individuals.

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The Exposition Abroad. 

The Boston Herald, in an editorial on 
our exposition, says: 

While the southern states are chiefly ben- 
efited by this exhibition, and are happy 
over its results, it has won the praises of 
the whole country. It has revealed the new 
south to the nation, its resources, its in- 
dustries, its possibilities, and has already 
done something to turn the tide of immi- 
gration from the northwest to a more con- 
genial climate. It has shown on a large 
scale what the south can do, and the fact 
that the exposition nearly paid its ex- 
penses witnesses that it has been appreci- 
ated by the American people. No effort 
was made to rival the Chicago exposition 
of 1893, but in its own way it has dene more 
for the southern states in their future de- 
velopment that has ever before been at- 
tempted. It. has revealed the south to it- 
self, and it has brought northern and 
southern business men together upon the 
plane of a common industrial life. The 
south has gained in confidence and the 
north has come to value that section with 


‘a far better appreciation of the part which 


it is to have in the future development of 
the country. 

It is.very gratifying to have such ex- 
pressions of opinion from the leading 
newspapers of the north and west. 
Without a single exception they have 
been friendly to Atlanta and her big 
show. In fact, tlte tributes to the ex- 
position from northern sources are more 
enthusiastic and earnest than anything 
that has come from our own people. 

If the exposition has made such a 
fine impression upon outsiders, we may 
take it for granted that its good work 
will go on.

Silver and Protection. 

A city reader sends this: 

You say in your editorial columns this 
morning that “the restoration of silver 
would afford genuine protection to every 
interest in the country.’”’ Will you please 
explain? 

It is easy to See if our correspondent 
will only consent to be enlightened. To 
open the mints to silver will be to in- 
crease its value to the price equivalent 
to the ratio fixed by law. If that law 
fixes the ratio at 16 to 1, the price of 
silver will be $1.29 an ounce. No owner 
of silver in any quarter of the world will 
take a less sum for it than that repre- 
sented by the amount of American prod- 
ucts which it will command in the 
American market when coined into mon- 
ey. That being so, the value of silver 
bullion must inevitably be that which 
is fixed by the mint ratio. Its value 
may go above that, but it cannot fall 
lower, for the demand at the mint un- 
der free coinage is inexhaustible. 

All prices and values in this country 
must rise with silver. In other words, 
the restoration of silver means the res- 
toration of better prices for the prod- 
ucts of factory and farm, better wages 
for the working people, larger profits 
for business men and general prosperity 
all around; for good prices and fair 
profits mean prosperity. 

Owing to the absolute scarcity of gold, 
there may be a small premium on that 
metal, should the mints be thrown open; 
but this premium would be a bonus on 
American products of all kinds. To state 
the case more simply, a premium on gold 
in this country, large or srhall, would 
represent a premium on European prod- 
ucts, and rather than pay that premium 
our people would buy the products of 
American industry. This would be a 
great stimulus to our own manufactories 
of all kinds, and would work not a par- 
ticle of hardship to consumers, for all

When our currency system is adjusted 
to the demarids of justice, common 
sense and fair play, our manufacturers 
will not be clamoring for the artificial 
protection with which the republicans 
have been concealing their vicious finan- 
cial schemes, but will perceive that with 
a sensible monetary system, and with 
such incidental protection as a tariff 
for revenue only will give them, they 
can prosperously compete with the 
world.

Very few people except the representa- 
tives of the government knew that Uncle 
Sam had $60,000 worth of coims in its col- 
lection at the exposition. Th: par yalue 
of the coins was about $7,000, but many of 
the coins were very rare. There were 
single dollar pieces out there Worth $1,000. 
Plenty of the pieces would bring $100 from 
any numismatist or coin crank. 

“We packed that collection the very 
first thing,” says Mr. Lupton, the chief 
of the treasury exhibit. ‘‘We did not let 
it become generally known that the col- 
lection was worth any large amount, for 
it was only protected by a glass tover. 
The greatest danger of losses by rolhbery 
was after the close of the exposition, and 
consequently we packed the coins etirly 
in the morning of January 2d and ship- 
ped right on to the mint at Philadelph\a. 
A letter received yesterday states that 
they reached there safely.” 

Mr. Lupton says that the railroad ser 
vice here is far superior to that in Chicago.

some time to get cars out, but they uave 
mot been delayed at all. ‘“‘We have never 
seen* such splendid service as the South- 
ern has given us. We get cars prompt- 
ly and the kind of cars that we want. 
That was impossible at Chicago. We are 
further along now in shipping our. exhibits 
back than we were at Chicago a month 
after the fair closed. The Southern brought 
all our displays down in excellent condi- 
tion. Not a thing has been broken so far. 
The concessionaire who has. charge 
of the boxes has also treated us well. 
We have had no trouble there, whereas in 
Chicago we had to wait the longest time 
for packing cases.’’ . 

When the various things in the govern- 
ment’s display leave Atlanta, they will 
be dispersed all over the country. ‘ihe 
articles are to be sent to Washington, Phil- 
adelphia, New Jersey, New York and to 
several other points. The fisheries exhibit 
goes to New Jersey. The lenses for the 
light houses go to the storing station on 
Staten island. The treasury notes and 
stamps go to the bureau of engraving and 
printing. The mint goes .to Philadelphia. 
The Smithsonian institution gets its col- 
lection’ together with various things which 
belong to other departments, but which 
are loaned to the institution when there 
is no exposition in progress. -

New Chairman of the Bridge Committee Will Build Jones Ave- 
nue Bridge Right Away, and Then Commence on 
the Alabama Street Bridge. 


Editor Constitution—As chairman of the bridge committee of the general 
council for 1896, I shall endeavor in every way to push that most important de- 
: partment of the city government right to the front this 

year; and I shall be more than satisfied if I succeed as 

well as has my predecessor, Mr. Bell, who secured the 

construction of the Broad street bridge within three 

months’ time. I will have a meeting of the committee 

the last of this week or the first of next week and hear 

what my associates, Mr. Woodward and Mr. Day, have 

to say. Of course we can do nothing until the finance 

committee meets and makes an estimate of its re- 


ceipts and expenditures for the year. 


Then, as the 


chairman of that committee, with the aid of the other two members, I shall ask 
the city to appropriate at least $50,000 to bridges. 

The city now owes the bridge department $15,000, money set aside a year 
ago for the Alabama street bridge, and which that committee loaned during the 
year to other departments. ‘My first work will be the building of the Jones ave- 
nue bridge. That bridge is unsafe, and a new one must go up at once. The cost 
of the bridge will be $15,000, and of that the two railroads have agreed to pay 
$10,000. That leaves $5,000 for the city to pay; but before the street car lines 
now using that bridge can go over the new one they will have to pay the city 
$5,000. That will give the city the bridge free of cost. 

Just as soon as possible I shall get estimates on the Alabama street bridge, 


both as to cost and time necessary to build it. 


If it can be built within the 


year, I shall be pleased, but the indications are that it cannot. Atlanta has se- 
cured legislation by which the cost of that bridge can be paid annually with- 


out violating the charter.

The Change in Chairman. 


Mr. Bell, who was chairman of the 
bridge committee last year, did probably 
more work than any bridge committee has 
ever accomplished in the history of At- 
lanta. 

It was thought, too, that he would be re- 
tained at the head of the committee this 
year and when it was announced that he 
was off the committee there was no little 
surprise. 

But Mayor King had other work for 
Mr. Bell. 

“T recognized the valuable work Mr. Pell 
did for Atlanta’s bridges,” said the mayor 
yesterday, “‘and would have kept him there 
had I not reeded his good work elscwnere. 

“IT thought in view of the fact that the 
Jones avenue bridge was to be built snd 
that the Alabama street bridge were in 
the western part of the city, that I could 
do no better than put Mr. Sims, of that 
section, at the head of the committee. 
For the same reason I put Mr. Wcodward, 
of the third, on the committee on ac- 
count of the Bell street bridge.

Mr. Bell Is Satisfied. 


Mr. Beli, though anxious to remain at 
the head of the bridge committee, is satis- 
fied with Mayor King’s work.

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Police Committes’s Report for 1895 
Cannot Be Found. 


SEARCH FOR THE DOCUMENT 


When Asked for by The Constitution 
It Developed That the Paper Has 
Been Lost. 


Where is the report of the police com- 
mittee of the last council? 

That is a question that cannot be an- 
Swered by City Clerk Phillips, although 
he made a diligent effort to do so yester- 
day. The report appears to be lost and it 
cunnot be found in the archives of the 
clerk’s office. 

The loss of the paper was discovered 
Tuesday afternoon when a representative 
of The Constitution called at the city clerk’s 
office and asked to be allowed to see the 
paper. A search was made through the 
big basket of council papers, but the police 
committee’s report could not be found. 

It was thought that the paper had been 
misplaced in the big rush at the council 
meeting Monday night, and its whereabouts 
was attributed to that fact, it being 
thought that the paper would turn up 
when a closer examination of the papers 
Was made. Yesterday the search was re- 
hnewed, but it was futile. 

Mr. Phillips, Captain Forbes and a Con- 
stitution reporter ransacked the council pa- 
pers in search of the police committee re- 
port, but it could not be found. The search 
was thorough and every paper introduced 
or handed in at the meeting of thje_last 
council was examined without starting the 
paper desired. The-search was finally 
given up as useless. 

What became of the paper is a mystery 
to the clerk of council and the police com- 
mittee. It seems that the paper was hand- 
ed to one of the clerks by Mr. Camp, the 
chairman of the committee, but from that 
moment it appeurs to have lost itself. Mr. 
Camp says that he certainly presented the 
paper at the council meeting and he knows 
nothing more of it. No one can be found 
who has seen the paper since the meeting 
Monday night. 

It is possible that the paper will turn 
up somewhere in the council reports, but 
if it does the fact will be a surprise to 
Mr. Phillips. Every batch of papers has 
been examiaed without finding the docu- 
ment, and Mr. Phillips is inclined to think 
that the paper has been taken out of 
his office, or lost in the council chamber. 
Unless the paper is found it seems that 
the records of the committee will be in- 
complete in that respect, no copy having 
been made of the report. 

Mr. Camp says that he wrote the report, 
but failed to make a copy of it. He says 
that he does not remember the words 
of thc paper and would not undercake 
to state the contents yesterday. He thinks 
that the paper should be found, and says 
that it speaks for itself. He declines to 
discuss matters mentioned in the report, 
stating that he hag retired from the coun- 
cil and does not care to get mixed up in 
any future developments connected with 
the police department. 

The other members of the police com- 
mittee, Mr. Broyles and Mr. Day, state 
that they do not know what the contents 
of the report are. Mr. Broyles says that 
he read the report very hurriedly at the 
council meeting Monday night and does 
not remember what it is, except the gen- 
eral tendency of the.document. He thinks 
that the police department is commended, 
but does not remember what is said of 
the detective department. 

Mr. Day says that he signed the report 
without knowing the contents of it. 

“The paper was handed me by Mr. 
Camp at the meeting and I signed it 
without reading it. Mr. Camp and Mr. 
Broyles had attached their signatures to 
the document and I was too busy at 
the time to read the report. I do not know 


what the report states in reference to the - 


police or detective department.” 

It is said that the report criticises the 
detective department in very strong terms. 
The language cannot be recited, but from 
what can be learned from the report by 
rumor, it seems that the police depart- 
ment proper is commended, while the de- 
tective department comes in for disap- 
proval of the committee. 

Mr. Phillips and his assistant will con- 
tinue the search for the missing paper.

ABOUT THAT WATCH 


‘Detective Appreciation Watch Causes 
Some Comment. 


CHIEF CONNOLLY EXPLAINS 


He Says That Chicago Donated the 
Services of the Detective and At- 
lanta Saved Money. 


Some comment has been caused by the 
presentation by the police board of a watch 
to Detective Sergeant Fitzpatrick, of Chi- 
cago. The detective worked ith the 
local detective department during the last 
three months of the fair, and in appre- 
ciation déf his services the police board 
decided to present him with a gold watch. 

The watch was presented to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick at a gathering of the local de- 
tective force at police headquarters. Chair- 
man Johnson made the presentation speech 
and was followed by Chiefs Connolly and 
Wright and others, all of whom spoke 
of the work of Detective Fitzpatrick. 

It seems that when Detective Conway, 
the Pinkerton man who was dropped from 
the rolls of the department in the latter 
part of September, returned to Chicago, 
the police board instructed Chief Con- 
nolly and Chairman Johnson to correspond 
with the chiefs of police of New York, 
Chicago and other large cities, with the 
view of securing detectives to come to 
Atlanta and work during the exposition. 
It had been determined that a Pinkerton 
man was not wanted in Atlanta, and 
the board decided that. an outside detective 
or two was necessary to do the work of 
pointing out visiting crooks. 

Chicago’s chief of police, Captain Baden- 
och, answered the letter of the Atlanta 
Officials, but instead of naming a price 
at which one of his detectives could be 
secured for service here, stated that the 
Chicago department would send Mr. Fitz- 
patrick without expense to Atlanta for his 
salary. The local department was of 
course required to pay the railroad ex- 
penses and hotel and other expenses of 
the detective while here and coming and 
going. But by the generosity of Chief 
Badenoch the salary of the detective Was 
dorated to Atlanta. 

While in Atlanta Detective Conway’s 
services cost the city $6 per day and all 
expenses, hotel, incidental and otherwise. 
The usual cost of a visiting detective is 
$5 per day, and but for the action of 
Chief Badenoch Atlanta would have had 
to pay that sum for Detective Fitzpat- 
rick’s services, amounting to something 
like $450 or $500 while he was in the city. 

In view of these facts the police board 
and the officials decided that it would be 
appropriate that some token of apprecia- 
tion be presented to the detective for 
the service rendered free, except for actual 
hotel and necessary expenses. Chairman 
Jehnson suggested the matter to Chief 
Connolly and the members of the police 
board, and it was agreed to present Mr. 
Fitzpatrick with a gold watch at a cost 
of $100. The railroad fare of the detective 
from Chicago to Atlanta and from At- 
lanta to Chicago; his hotel bill and street 
car fare, and some incidental expenses 
for the three months’ visit amounted to 
something over $125, making the total 
cost of the detective to the city about 
225, whereag it might have been over $700 
had the city been required to pay the 
salary of Fitzpatrick as is usual in: such 
cases. 

“I think the police department could 
not have well done otherwise than recog- 
nize the services of Fitzpatrick and the 
generosity of the city of Chicago,” said 
Chief Connolly last night. “Mr. John- 
son suggested that a watch be given Mr. 
Fitzpatrick and I approved the sugges- 
tion and the members of the police board 
did the same, all agreeing that the ap- 
preciation of the department should be 
shown in some manner. 

“The bills have not been passed by the 
board in open session, but the board 
knows what they are. The matter will 
probably be acted on at the meeting Mon- 
day next. Chicago donated the services of 
Officer Fitzpatrick and the Atlanta depart- 
ment got the benefit of his services with- 
out cost, except for his actual expenses. 
It was a great saving to the city and 
I think it should be appreciated.” 

Chairman Johnson and other members 
of the board asked about the matter spoke 
in the same vein. All say that Mr. Fitz- 
patrick performed good service and ran 
many crooks out of the city while here. 

It seems that the police department has 
never before expended money for such a 
purpose. The officials say that such cir- 
cumstances as the exposition and the do- 
nation of a detective almost free never 
arose before, and they claim justification 
for what was done.

There was a holiday in New 
Orlgqans. Receipts at the ports were 24,- 
400, versus 32,704. Memphis receipts 1,04, 
against 1,137; Houston 2,216, versus 4,672.

The 
December report of the British board of 
trade shows exports of yarns for the sea- 
son of 252,562,000 pounds, versus 236,197,000 
during previous season, and of cotton 
5,033,188,000 yards, versus 5,312,574,000 in pre- 
vious season. Spot cotton here advanced 
l<c., with sales of 105 for spinning. Mid- 
dling 8 5-l6c.. Mobile, Norfolk and St. 
Louis declined l1-ifc. New Orleans sold 
4,000, Mobile 1,200, Augusta 376, Savannah 
329 and Norfolk 182. Exports from the 
ports were 500. Houston exports tomor- 
row 2,000, versus 4,861. Augusta received 
300, versus 324, and St. Louis 50, versus 
52. From the view point of the trade 
and statistical position cotton is firm, and 
unless there is some further political or 
financial disturbance it is likely to rise 
as a necessary consequence. The outlook 
is not altogether certain, however, and as 
unfavorable political developments may oc- 
cur at any time we favor purchases only 
on the reactions for moderate terms.

SECRETARY HESTER 


Analyzes the Movement of the Cotton 
Crop for Four Months. 


New Orleans, La., January 8.—Secretary 
Hester has issued a statement analyzing 
the movement of the cotton crop for the 
first four months of the present season, 
from September ist to December Slst, in- 
clusive, as compared with the previous 
three years. He shows that the actual de- 
livery of cotton from the state of Texas 
has been 1,356,324 bales, against 2,328,147 last 
year, and 1,490,656 in the year: before that.

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, January 8.—Before the opening 
this morning the feeling was quite excited 
on war rumors between England and Ger- 
many, but later foreign advices were Te- 
ceived indicating no excitement in either 
the stock or grain market abroad, and the 
temper became greatly modified, and in- 
itial trading was done at unchanged prices 
to *%c. advance over yesterday’s close.

He makes the condition of 
winter wheat 82.6, versus 86.7 last month, 
and 94.3 last January. This is the low- 
est January condition on record. The re- 
port adds that it is not apparent that 
the foss during the first three weeks of 
December has been fully recovered. Snow 
covering has been deficient, but with a 
favorable winter nominal vitality may be 
realized, although with adverse climatic 
conditions more than ordinary damage 
would result.

The session of the board was remarkably 
gerene. There was no discord, save over 
a few minor points, and those who gather- 
ed in the mayor’s apartments at 11 o’clock 
with the expectation of witnessing a heated 
political fray went away disappointed. If 
there was any slate smashing it could not 
have been observed by a casual spectator. 
If there was any programme that was not 
carried out there was nothing to indicate 
that fact. The whole session passed off 
with wonderful calmness and deliberation 
and what differences there were melted into 
general harmony before adjournment. 

To one, however, familiar with the condi- 
tions, and the former attitude of the mem- 
bers of the board, it was not difficult to see 
suppréssed excitement among the commis- 
sioners. Before the meeting was called to 
order there was corner caucusing and the 
friends of the different candidates were 
warming up to the situation. 

The first feature augured a lively ses- 
sion. An oath had been found. This oath 
was iron clad. It was the same oath taken 
by all members of the city council. Those 
who heard it read said that it was a move 
to check a preconcerted line of procedure. 
It was said to have been dug up to be 
used by certain officials in casting their 
votes. The purpose of the presentation of 
the oath at that time was looked on with 
suspicion. 

What the Oath Said, 

President Hillyer introduced the oath 
immediately upon calling the board to or- 
der.

The oath came in the form of a 
decision from the city attorney, who de- 
clared that the regular path taken by the 
members of the water commission should 
be that taken by the regular members of 
the general council. 

In this opinion, which was read by the 
president, the city attorney said: 

“The amendment to the charter prescrib- 
ed a much more stringent form of oath for 
the aldermen and councilmen, which will 
be found in section 120, page 61, of the sup- 
plement to the city code, in this language: 
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JUDGE GEORGE HILLYER, | 
Re-Flected Pu adant of the Water Doard. 


“‘T swéar that I will faithfully and im- 
partially demean myself as mayor, coun- 
cilman or alderman during my continuance 
in office. I have not, in order to influence 
my. election to this office, directly or in- 
directly, expressedly or impliedly promised 
My vote to any person for any office. I 
will not knowingly permit by vote in the 
election or appointment of any person to a 
position in the city government to be in- 
fluenced by fear, favor or affection, reward 
or hope thereof; but in all things pertaining 
to my said officeI will be governed by what 
is my conviction for the public good.’ 

“After careful examination of this ques- 
tion I have reached the conclusion that the 
effect of this amendment to this charter, 
changing and enlarging the oath of office 
of councilmen and aldermen works a like 
change in the oath to be required of the 
water commissioners.”

Mr. Terry has been in this office 
for years. He came.in at a salary of 330 
amonth. It was his duty to sweep out the 
office, He has proved by years of hard 
work his efficiency. He has demonstrated 
during his regime as superintendent, since 
the death of Mr. Richards, that he is a 
man of sterling worth. I say that he 
should be put in and given the same salary 
he received formerly—$1,800 a year. 

Mayor King said that his vote was infu- 
enced by the candid statement of the pres- 
ident. He thought that if Mr. Terry was 
really needed he should be put in. 

There was no dissent upon the vote to 
rescind. Mr. Terry was elected and will 
serve aS secretary at the stated salary of 
$1,800 a year.

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A STRIKE MAY COME 


Differences of the Georgia Road and Its 
Employes Unsettled. 


CAUSE OF DISSATISFACTION 


ee 


Freight Train Men Complain That 


They Don’t Receive Standard Pay. 


THE LEADERS CONFERRING WITH MR. SCOTT 


The Engineers, Conductors and Fire- 
men Wan Mileage Rather Than 
Trip Rates for Their Work. 


The trouble between the Georgia Rail- 
road Company and its employes is attract- 
ing a great deal of attention in railroad 
circles and the settlement of the issue is 
awaited with much interest. 

While the liveliest interest is manifested 
by railroad men generally, neither the 
members of the city railway orders nor 
railway officials are inclined to discuss the 
details of the trouble on the status of the 
situation. 

The Georgia railroad company for years 
has had comparatively little trouble with 
its employes and has several men in its 
service today who are approaching mans 
allotted- three score and ten that have 
been with the company since they were 
beardless boys. 


Major Green as general manager of the 


company about three years ago, but an 
understanding was soon reached and all 
again became harmonious. The present 
trouble has, howéver, assumed a stubborn 
and serious aspect and the result of its 
termination seems to be very. doubtful. 


makes a 


It is said that General Manager Scott is 
very positive in his declaration that he 
will not accede to the demands of the em- 
ployes and the latter as firmly express 
their determination to stand by their posi- 
tion. 

Chief E. E. Clark, of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors; Chief Arthur, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers; 
Chief Sargent, of the Order of Firemen, 
and Chief Morrison, of the Order of 
Brakemen, are all in Augusta to take 
the matter up with General Manager 
Scott, of the Georgia railroad, and as it is 
said that the heads of the respective or- 
ganizations have not been called on to 
take joint action in a disagreement be- 
tween the members of their orders and 
their employers before fer several years 
it can readily be seen that the trouble is 
regarded as a serious one. 

The basis of the disagreement is the 
scale of wages paid by the Georgia’ rail- 


road and its employes some years ago, 
agreeing upon a scale of wages to be paid 
to conductors, engineers, firemen and 
brakemen will soon expire and an in- 
crease is demanded. General Manager 
Scott declines to grant the increase of 
wages asked and insisfs upon the renewal 
of the old contract or that the present 
schedule of wages remain unchanged. 

The issue between the railroad company 
and its employes is as to the justice of the 
demand of the latter. The Georgia’s em- 
ployes claim that they are not paid as 
much for their services as are employes 
of the other roads ‘for the same amount of 
time and work. Whe railroad company 
answers that its employes are pald as 
much for the service rendered as the em- 
ployes of other roads are. This position 
is supported, it is ‘shid, not only by the 
comparative scale of wages paid by the 
different roads, but collateral conditions 
that the Georgia clajef€ are peculiarly 
favorable to its employes. 

The system of wages of the Georgia road 
is different from that of the other roads of 
the south. The Georgia pays its conduc- 
tors, engineers, firemen and brakemen a 
reguiar daily or onthliy salary, while 
the other roads pay by the mile, that {fs 
so much for each mile run. These rates 
vary according to the character of the 
train on all the roads. The engineers of 
the Georgia road running freight trains al- 
lege that the employes of other roads ren- 
dering similar service receive $30 to $40 
more than they do. The freight engineers 
of the’ Georgia road claim that they are 
paid only about two and three-fourths 
cents a mile, while the schedule of prices 
paid by other roads is 3% cents. It is 
this alleged discrimination that the Geor- 
gia employes are protesting against. 7 

The conductors. firemen and brakemen 
claim that the same discrimination is 
made against them. The dissatisfied Geor- 
gia employes claim that they only demand 
the same schedule of wages paid by the 
other roads and from this demand they 
will not make any concession. Hf 

General Manager Scott, of the Georvia 
road, is reported to take issue with his 
employes on-many material points involved 
in the matter. He disputes the accuracy of 
allegations made in their complaint and in- 
sists that they are as liberally paid for 
the service rendered as the employes of 
other roads. It is upon the merits of these 
opposite claims that the chiefs of the differ- 
ent orders of railway employes will pass. 

What will be the result? 

This is the question that excites the in- 
terest of railroad people. Genera] Manawyer 
Scott is a man of strong determination 
and since he has declared that he will 
not accede to the demands of his em- 
ployes it will take a good deal to make 
him yield. Qn the other hand the dissatie-. 
fied employes, backed, if such should he 
the case, by the support of their respective 
orders and their conviction of the justice 
of their demands, stand firm by their posi- 
tion. 

There is dissatisfaction, it seems, among 
the local freight people. The conductors, 
engineers, firemen and brakemen claim that 
the discrimination against them is greater 
than against passenger and through 
freight employes. It is claimed, for in- 
stance, that a local freight engineer on the 
Georgia road is paid $8 for a run of 212 
miles, or about 2% cents a mile, while the 
other roads pay 3% cents a mile for the 
same class of service. 

An old passenger conductor on the Geor- 
gia road, one of the veterans, said yester- 
day: 

“The dissatisfaction is principally among 
the local freight employes. So far as I am 
concerned I am perfectly satisfied with the 
salary I receive and believe that the other 
passenger people are. We have always got 
along harmoniously with the Georgia rail- 
road company and have few disagreements. 
Just before Manager Green left the com- 
pany we asked for a small advance of 
salary and got it. We have asked for noth- 
ing since and are satisfied.’”’ 

It is said that the Georgia road is not 
the only one that is tnreatened with trou- 
ble with its employes, but that the Plant 
systém is in exactly the same position with 
its employes as the Georgia, and that a 
readjustment is demanded.

The Story from Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 


Rumors are rife tonight of an impending~ 


strike on the Georgia railroad because of 
the differences between the engineers: and 
General Manager Scott as to the system 
ulder which they shall be paid. The facts 
do not seem to justify these rumors. There 
have been several conferences between the 
general officers and General Manager Scott. 
They want to be paid by mileage instead of 
by the trip. and claim that under the ad- 
ministration of General Manager Scott the 
contract entered into between the men 
and General Manager Green is not being 
carried out. ‘ 

On the other hand Mr. Scott claims that 
the contract is being carried out. The men 
claim certain things were allowed under 
the contract by Mr. Green that are not 
continued by Mr. Scott and that if he is 
carrying out the letter of the contract there 
are certain features in which he is not 
observing the spirit of «the agreement. 
The conferences between the parties have 
been in good temper and free from excite- 
mnt or bitterness and there is no intima- 
tion at this stage of the proceedings of 
any hostile demonstration. The strange 
and persistent secrecy that has been main- 
tained by both sides has given rise to the 
idea that the differences must be very 
Serious and is responsible for most of the 
rumors. The situation stands tonight from 
the best obtainable information that 
the conferences between the two sides have 
been completed and that the chiefs..of the 
brotherhoods were invited to embody their 
requests in a written communication. This 
has been done, and General Manager Scott 
has had their statement in his possession 
for twenty-four hours. The four chief offi- 
cers sent the communication to General 
Manager Scott yesterday afternoon asking 
that he resume the spirit of .the Green 
agreement; or, in other words, that the 
men in the freight service—engineers, fire- 
men, conductors, train hands—be allowed 
three days pay for a trip to and from At- 
lanta. Sometimes the men do get three 
days fora trip now, but usually make only 
two days. Mr. Clark said that all roads 
allow, their freight men a day for every 
hundred miles; that according to this the 
men. were entitled to a day and seven- 
tenths for 171 miles, but they asked for 
only a dav and a half. 

The passenger crews are satisfied to con- 
tinue under the present arrangements and 
the changes were asked for on the behalf 
of the freight men. The answer of Gen- 
eral Manager Scott has not yet been given 
and the delay gives rise to rumors that it 
will be unfayorable. If this should be the 
case, then the surmise as to what the con- 
ductors will do gives rise to the rumors 
that have been mentioned. As a matter of 
fact nothing is being done and things are 
in statu quo until the reply of General 
Manager Scott is received. What then will 
be done cannot be foretold. 


HAS NOT RESIGNED. 


The Seaboard Thinks Too Much of 

Captain McBee To Let Him Go. 

A report was in circulation here yester- 
day to the effect that Captain V. E. Mc- 
Bee, superintendent of the third division 
of the Seaboard, had resigned. 

A telegram was sent out by The Constl- 
tution to Norfolk, where Captain McBee is 
attending a mecting of the superintendents 
of the Seaboard system. Vice President 
St. John was asked if the report was true. 
He replied that it was not. 

‘Captain McBee has not resigned,” he 
stated, “and if his resignation was tender- 
ed the company would not accept it.’ 

Captain McBee is one of the best known 
transportation men in the south. He was 
on the old Richmond and Danville system 
for years and made 2 great reputation as 
a superintendent. When the Ceorgia [a- 
cific leased the Central of Georgia Captain 
McBee was made general superintendent 
of the Central. That was in the summer 
of 1891. He remained in’ charge of the 
Central until the following spring, when 
it went into a rece'versain, then te re 
turned to the Richmond and Danvy;'le as 
superintendent of its westarn No:in Caro- 
lina roads. He was ,et out in the reor- 
ganization of the Richmond ard Lerville 
properties. Such a good man was rot to 
remain long out of active work and the 
Seaboard soon cngazed him and Lrought 
him to Atlanta. He his a great record on 
his division. Captain McBee is an un- 
usually fine executive cfficer. 


COMING THIS WAY. 


The Travel to California Through At- 
lanta Continues To Grow. 

The first Pullman of the new bi-weekly 
service between New York and San Fran- 
cisco by way of Atlanta passed through 
here yesterday afternoon. The run will 
take about 115 hours from New York to 
the Pacific coast, or only six hours longer 
than the route by Chicago and St. Louts. 
During a great part of the day, the South- 
ern route is the shortest one in point of 
time, because the lines to the north are 
blocked with snow and ice. The travel 
by way of Atlanta is growing, and before 
the end of the winter the lines will proba- 
bly run this service three or four times 
a week. It is handled by the Pennsylva- 
nia, the Southern, the Atlanta and West 
Point, the Alabama Great Southern, the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Sunset.

EIGHT HOURS AGAIN. 


‘POLICE WILL SOON RESUME THE 
OLD SYSTEM. 


Mayor King Decides to Discontinue 
the Exposition Police Force and 
So Directs Chairman Johnson. 


It has at last been definitely decided to 
discontinue the exposition grounds police 
service. The force now at work at the 
grounds will be transferred to the city 
Saturday night at midnight. 

With the transfer the police force will 
osume the old eight-hour system and that 
fact will gladden the heart of“every police- 
man in the city. During the exposition 


period the men worked twelve hours per 
day and will continue to do so until Satur- 
day night. 

The decision to discontinue the exposi- 
tion force was reached yesterday morning. 
Chairman Johnson called on Mayor King 
about the matter and the result of the 
conference was an instruction to the chajr- 
man of the police board to bring in the 


' men working at the grounds, with the ex- 


mounced seditous by r - | 
y the government cen | ception of a dozen patrolmen who will 


| be left there a while longer to guard the 
| buildings. 


Shortly afterwards Chairman Johnson 
instructed Chief of Police Connolly to is- 
sue an order transferring the exposition 
force to the city and to so arrange the 
force as to resume the old eight-hour 
system in vogue previous to the exposi- 
tion period. Chief Connolly prepared such 
an order several days ago, when it was 
decided to change the hours, but it be- 
came ineffective by the order of Mayor 
King directing that the exposition force 
be maintained at the grounds until fur- 
ther orders. 

The condition of thing at the grounds 
now make it unnecessary for the maintain- 
ence of such a large police force and 
Mayor King reached the conclusion indi- 
cated at the conference yesterday. Chief 
Connolly’s order will be re-dated and read 
to the force before Saturday night. 

The force will be worked under the 
same officers, with one exception, as for- 
merly. The captains will resume charge of 
the same watches they commanded before 
the exposition. The force wiil be divided 
so as to make a larger number of men on 
duty on the evening watch than the other 
watches. 

The day watch, which works from 8 a. 
m. until 4 p. m., will be in charge of Cap- 
tain W. P. Manly, the senior captain. 
Sergeants Slaughter and White will work 
with him witn twenty-eight men under 
them, eighteen regular patrolmen and ten 
mounted men. 

Captain Henry Jennings. who has so 
ably commanded the exposition force, will 
direct the workings of the evening watch, 
the largest of the three. Sergeants Ball 
and Thompson will aid in directing forty 
patrolmen. Sergeant Thompson formerly 
worked with the morning watch. 

Captain Joiner will be in charge of the 
morning watch with Sergeants Moss and 
Brenning. Sergeant Moss is now on the 
evening watch and will be transferred to 
the place of Sergeant Thompson. The 
morning watch will consist of thirty-four 
patrolmen. 

The supernumerary list will be revised 
by the dismissal of forty of the present 
list. Thirty-two men will be retained on 
the list. 

The detective force will consist of nine 
men as formerly. The extra. men who 
worked as detectives during the exposition 
will be dropped from the rolls. 

Officer V. M. Barrett will be in charge of 
the exposition detail force. He is the 
present turnkey at the expostion police 
station and will be raised to the title of 
captain when Captain Jennings comes to 
the city. 


GRADY HOSPITAL’S RECORD. 


Will Ask the Council for $24,000 Ap- 
propriation to Run This Year. 
The superindentent of the Grady hospital, 
Dr. T. F. Brewster, has. handed in his 
annual report for the year 18%. The hos- 
pital has done excellent work during the 
past year and the superintendent is very 
greatly pleased with the record, as also is 
Mr. Joseph Hirsch, president of the board 

of trustees. 

There were 20,004 patients treated at the 
hospital during the year 1895, which is,a 
daily average of sixty patients. 

The expenses for the yedr were $23,765 and 
were divided up as follows: 

For employes, $8,310.88; for subsistence, 
that is, food, etc., $7,529.21; for medicines, 
surgery, etc., $2,501.17; and for sundry ex- 
penses, $5,412.49. The average expenses per 
month for each patient was $27.68. 

At present the hospital is in splendid con- 
dition and there is every reason to expect 
beh the work this year will be a great deal 


befter than it was last year. 
he trustees will ask the council for an

appropriation of $24,000 for the maintenance 
of the hospital, $1,500 with which to build a 
laundry and $500 with which to build a 
stable. 

The laundry and stable are both needed 
very badly. The stable will be built on the 
hospital lot and will have in it a place 
where the ambulance can be kept. If the 
council will grant the appropriation asked 
for the hospital will be able to give as 
fine a service as any hospital in the south.

This committee 
will adopt a plan that will be practicable 
and one by which every patriotic At- 
lantian will have an opportunity to assist 
both by word and action. Just what the 
nature of the plan will be cannot be an- 
ticipated, since it remains for the commit- 
tee to map it out. 

There is not a citizen in Atianta that 
does not deprecate the fact that Atlanta 
is and has been without the enjoyment of 
a chime. It is an adornment of prime im- 
portance. But few cities larger or smaller 
than the Gate City are witrout chimes. 
Those which have them would not forego 
the pleasure and delight afforded by them 
for double their cost. 

In fact there is no money which could 
buy the chimes that have rung out melody 
from the tower of St. Michael’s church in 
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the historic old city of Charleston. These 
chimes were purchased and placed in po- 
sition in 1783, and about them could be 
woven a charming story. 

The historical associations that eluster 
around this “ring of bells’’ are too pre- 
cious and too highly prized to ever aamit 
of a suggestion of sale. The same is true 
of the chimes in St. John’s, Montgomery, 
and in other southern cities, They have be- 
come identified with the history of these 
cities and figure as other established in- — 
Stitutions. At Nashville @ practicable means 
has been devised by which to purchase 
chimes to be placed on the children’s build- 
ing at the approaching centennial there. 
Each child in that city will contribute a 
silver dime for this purpose. They will 
then revert to the children at the close of 
the big fair and each child will feel that 
he has an interest in them. 

The retention of this chime here 
will be doubly significant, since it will 
commemorate the grandest achievement 
that was ever attempted in the south by 
Atlanta and perpetuate the memory of the 
magnificent exposition, which marks an 
epoch in the history of this great and 
growing city. At the same time, there being 
thirteen bells in the chime, their presence 
would symbolize the thirteen original colo-- 
nies of which Georgia was one of the 
foremost in enterprise and achievements. 

It has been urged by some as an objection 

to these particular bells that they are dis- 
cordant—out of harmony. This objection 
is based on the fact that the bells did not 
sound harmonious to many at times. In 
answer to this it must be stated that Mrs. 
Griffeth, who played the chimes regularly, 
was not always there, and in justice to 
her and the chimes, it is necessary to say 
further that during her absence and many 
times while she was there, a number of 
visitors from time to time attempted to 
play the beHs. Mrs. Griffeth says these 
chimes are the finest and best she has ever 
had anything to do with. Mrs. Peel is 
equally as pronounced on the fineness and 
merit of the chimes. She has heard the 
chimes in various European cities as well 
as in this country, and she bases her 
opinion on such evidence as this. 
The cost of the bells, thirteen in number, 
is $8,000 erected. However, the Buckeye 
foundry has agreed to make a reduction 
if the people of Atlanta desire to retain 
them.

He Isa Veteran Both in Years and the. 


Art of Counterfeiting, 
WAS IN THE SEMINOLE WAR 


The Coins He Made Were Much Like 
the Genuine White Metal—He 
Was a Genius. 


— 


Montgomery, Ala., January 8—(Special.) 
Prisident Grover Cleveland has wirea a 
New Year's present, in the shape of a 
pardon, to Willam Norris, the nestor or 
counter{tilers—perhaps the senior of all of- 
fenders against Uncle Sam. 

The old veteran Was released on the Ist, 
and went to his home, high up among the 
hills of DeKalb county, where he will 
spend his ninety-nimth birthday about the 
middle of this month, surrounded by his 
friends and neighbors. | 

“Grand Pop’ Norris, as his jail friends 
and the federal court officials have for 
several years known him, is a character 
with as unique a history behind him as 
has anybody hereabouts. In his century 
of existence he has seen about as many 
sides of life as ever fell to one man’s. lot. 
He has occupied every relation from a re- 
ligious evangelist to a counterfeiter, from 
a clock manufacturer to a maker of “‘moon-

shine” whisky, from the proprietor of a 
gold mine to owner alone of a rough hut 
hign on a mountain peak. 

If the old man would talk he could tell 
a great deal, but he is disposed to be 
reticent. He says one thing he has learned 
in the past ninety-nine years is to use Nis 
head rather than his mouth. However, 
from acquaintances inside the jail and out, 
enough of his history has been learned to 
make it evident that his life has been one 
of adventure, and of kaleidoscopic con- 
trasts. 

He was born three years before the nine- 
teenth century came into existence, in the 
Greenville district, South Carolina. His 


‘father was a good man and a patriot, hav- 


ing been killed in an engagement at sea 
in the war of 1812. 

Young Norris received as good an educa- 
tion as the conditions around him admitted 
of, and soon after he reached his maturity 
he married one of the first young women 
of his district. Five children were born to 
them, most of whom have raised large 
families in the Greenville district, and gone 
to their reward beyond. Norris was en- 
gaged in the manufacture and repair of 
clocks and watches and was taking a 
prominent stand in the business wor'd, it is 
stated, when his wife, to whom he was 
very devoted, died. His grief was so acute 
that he became demoralized and allowed 
his business to go to wreck. He finally 
abandoned it, and entered the ministry as 
a traveling evangelist. He moved about 
from place to place and finally located in 
DeKalb county, Ga., where he married, 
after awhile, a Miss Nation, who is also 
said to have been an estimable woran. 
Norris resumed his jewelry and clock 
work, and was on the road to success 
again, when his second wife died, leaving 
no children. 

His Experience in the West. 


Tpon her death Norris promptly forsook 
his bench and resumed his ministerial 
functions. He journeyed to the far west 
as a preacher of the gospel, and remained 
in that new and wild country for about 
twenty-five years. Wonderful stories are 
told about him while in the west. Much 
that is related pehaps lacks foundation in 
fact. There appears to be little doubt, how- 
ever, but that he lived every minute of 
those tewnty-five years, and played at 
various times in the role of preacher, sol- 
dier, trapper, mine proprietor, frontier 
saloon keeper and. all-round artist, is more 
than probable. 

About the time of the close of the civil 
war he came back to DeKalb county, Geor- 
gia. He was then almost seventy years 
old but he did not look nor feel more ffian 
forty, and it took him but a very short 
while to arrange another marriage—this 
time with a Miss Fitts, of Cherokee coun- 
ty. Two years later he removed to De- 
Kalb county, Alabama, and built a home 
among its mountains, where he has since 
resided. Five children were the result of 
his last union, all of whom are now living 
in DeKalb. 

A Mechanical Genius. 

Norris is and has always been a me- 
we genius. With the rudest of tools 
hé fashions the most delicate of instru- 
ments. He appears to have inherited ab- 
solute mastership of the mechanical arts. 
It is said that he can take a trace chain 
or a plowshare and a cow’s horn and 
make a knife or a razor that would make 
either Mr. Wostenholm of Mr. Rogers 
ashamed of himself. He can scarcely see 
* foot in front of him and yet he can ac- 
complish mechanical feats that are as- 
tounding. 

Living, as he has been for thirty years, 
in a community of counterfeiters and illicit 
distillers and being of a kindly, accommo- 
dating nature, it was not surprising that 
he should, in his. leisure moments, have 
turned his talents into service for his 
friends and neighbors. It is said 
that to his ingenuity is due _ the 
invention of the ‘“washtub_- still.” 
Which for so long a time deluded the

pensive affair and almost any countryman 
could afford séveral of .them. Whenever 
tthe “revenues” approached {it was an 
easy matter te turn the tubs upside down 
and the officers would ride on with the im- 
Precestan thas fp Aisete as neh newt yey 
had been washing the family linen—or 
TannOP GuimMe,,...

The washtub still was a cinch until a 
particularly argus-eyed officer caught on, 
after which their use was abandoned. 
The Counterfeiting Case. 

For several years past counterfeit coins 
of superior workmanship have been circu- 
lated. in DeKalb and the adjacent coun- 
ties. The officers endeavored for a long 
time to ascertain from where they eme- 
nated. Finally some of them were traced 
to the neighborhood in which old man Nor- 
rig lived. A number of arrests were made 
and several houses were searched, among 

Norris’s. Concealed in his dwelling 
Was found a large box containing molds, 
counterfeit bullion and counterfeit coin. 
The old man claimed that an acdmaintance 
had left the box in his keeping, but the 
officers arrested him and carried him to 
Birmingham. He had been there before in 
moonshine cases, but on account of his 
great age had been released after a few 
weeks’ confinement. On one occasion, 
is related, the presiding judge called his 
case and the old man hobbled up to the 
bar on his crutches and turned his blind 
eyes in the direction of the judge. “Are 
you guilty as charged in the indictment?’ 
asked the court. “They say I is, and I 
guess they are right about it,’’ replied 
the old sinner. “Well, I know you are 
sorry about it,” replied the judge, com- 
passié6nately. “Go home. You are dis- 
charged.” It is said that thirty minutes 


later the old man had thrown away his 
crutches and was dancing a clog in a 
down-town saloon. while some of his 
backwoods neighbors did the patting. 

Last summer, however, the judge was 
not so lenient. The evidence against fhe 
old man in the counterfeiting case could 
not be overcome. It was charged that 
his deft fingers had fashioned the molds 
that stamped the counterfeit coins that 
floodpd the district. He ‘was committed 
to hard labor in the Kings’ county, New 
York, penitentiary for a year and a day. 
Shortly afterward the United States phy- 
sician examined the aged man. He found 
the prisoner was almost entirely blind: he 
had also suffered a fracture of his skull 
years before, which was now causing 
him trouble. Furthermore his breastbone, 
which had been broken many decades ago, 
was giving him annoyance, and on these 
accounts and in consideration of his ad- 
vanced age his earnest plea that he be 
allowed to be imprisoned in the Fort Payne 
jail, where he could die at least in sight 
of his mountain home, was granted. He 
had been in jail only three or four months 
when some charitable gentleman of Birm- 
ingham interested themselves in his case 
and secured his release as stated. 

Said To Have Been a Brave Soldier. 

A fellow prisoner at Birmingham of the 
veteran counterfeiter is authority for the 
statement that Norris was a gallant sol- 
dier and did some splendid fighting during 
thé Seminole war, following the fates of 
Taylor and of Scott through the cactus 
wilderness of Mexico. 

The prisoner, who is intelligent and to 
whom the old man has communicated 
much of his history, says that Norris is 
entitled to a pension and a support from 
the government. The officers believe the 
old man made the molds more as a mat- 
ter of accommodation to his neighbors 
than -for profit to himself. He is said to 
be exceedingly popular in his neighbér- 
hood and there is not a man for several 
miles around who would not fight for 
ae Pop” Norris. 


AGNEW FOUND GUILTY. 


Embezzled, Misappropriated and Mis- 
applied Funds. 

Jacksonville, Fla., January 8.—E. W. Ag- 
new, late president of the First National 
‘bank, of Ocala, Pla., was found guilty by a 
United States court jury yesterday of em- 
bezzlement, misappropriation and misappli- 
cation of funds of the bank. The trial last- 
ed three days and was watched with the 
keenest interest by the whole state of 
Florida, and especially by the people of 
Marion county,.who Iost large sums in the 
failure of the bank. Agnew was a native 
born. Floridian, the richest resident of the 
state. having been rated two years ago by 
Dun with a credit at from $300,000 to $500,000. 
The failure which forced Agnew to resort 
to falsifications of bank accounts and other 
questionable transactions was duc largely 
to the freeze which killed the orange trees 
in 1894. Agnew was largely interested in 
orang grove property.

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Chattahoochee River Electric Line Gets 
Out of Court Management. 


JEROME SIMMONS IN CHARGE 


He Will Direct the Future of the 
Line and Will Probably Make 
Some Changes in It. 


oe 


An important decree was made yesterday 
morning by Judge Lumpkin vacating the 
receivership of the Chattahoochee Street 
Railway Company, which has been under 
the ban of litigation for over two years. 

The effect of the order is to discharge 
Receiver J. F. W. Darr, who has adminis- 
tered the affairs of the line under the 
name of the Collins Park and Belt Rail- 
road Company. This company petitioned 
the court two years ago to place the sys- 
tem in the hands of a receiver based on 
a claim against the line of $44,500. Other 
creditors joined in the petition and the 
court, after hearing the cause, granted the 
petition and appointed Mr. Darr receiver. 

The Chattahoochee street railway was 
built to the river by that name several 
years ago by Mr. Jerome Simmons, the 
chief promoter of the line. He invested a 
large sum of money in constructing the 
road and was its main stockholder. Shortly 
after it began operation, a dummy being 
used temporarily as the motor power, an 
accident occurred, killing several and in- 
juring others. A number of damage suits 
followed as a natural consequence, and 
then was the beginning of the company’s 
direful woes in the shape of litigation. The 
company will now be reorganized and put 
on a splendid operating basis. The equip- 
ment will be extended and a good service 
given tthe public to the Chattahoochee river 
and intermediate points. In addition, the 
line will be extended in the near future. 
Mr. Simmons will be its president in all 
probability. 

The decree of Judge Lumpkin vacates the 
order of sale embraced in the original or- 
der and sets out further that the priorities 
established by the decree shall remain and 
that the several parties in whose favor 
various sums were decreed to be paid out 
of the fund realized from the sale of the 
property prescribed by the original order 
shall have liens on the property with the 
same priorities, for which execution may 
issue against the company; it further or- 
ders that the receiver make settlement of 
his accounts with the company without 
delay and turn over all property in his 
hands, after deducting salaries and the 
like incurred under his administration as 
receiver. The amendatory decree was 
granted by the consent of all the parties 
holding claims against the company in or- 
der to allow a reorganization. 


Culver Will Not Be Tried. 


Judge Clark, of the criminal branch of 
the superior court, entered orders of nol 
pros in the cases against Walter A. Cul- 
ver, charged with assault with intent to 
murder his brother-in-law, Dr. Hood, and 
against Frank Derricott, charged with an 
assault with intent to murder M. M. Ma- 
son, 

In the first case it will be remembered 
that Mr. Culver and Dr. Hood’ some time 
ago became involved in a family difficulty 
and the former shot the latter twice, 
wounding him seriously. The difficulty oc- 
curred on Broad street. When the case 
came up yesterday forenoon Dr. Hood, in 
open court, stated that the affair grew out 
of a family difference and that he and his 
brother-in-law had made friends long since 
and’‘he did not care to prosecute him, 

It will also be remembered that some 
months ago Frank Derricott entered the 
drug store of the corner of Decatur and 
Pryor streets and began shooting pro- 
miscuously at M. M. Mason; the operator 
of the soda fountain. The latter received 
a very serious wound. Yesterday morning 
Mr. Mason, in open court, stated that he 
did not care to prosecute Derricott, since 
they had been life-long friends. 

In both cases the costs were paid and the 
defendants were discharged. 


INDUSTRY IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Roe of the Sturgeon Shipped to Rus- 
sia and Germany. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 8.—'i'he report of 
the state labor: conrmissioner contains an 
interesting statement*fof a new industry 
in North Carolina. The roe of the female 
sturgeon is now shipped in large quantities 
to Russia and Germany from the great 
fisheries on Albemarle sound. The roes 
from three sturgeon fill oaken kegs con- 
taining 120 pounds and for each cask $40 
is obtained at the fishery. In this business 
a hundred boats and two hundred and 
fifty expert fishermen are employed, and 
these receive as much as $50 each week 
during the fishing season. They get $3 
for the roe from each female. The great- 
est seins in the world are on Albemarle 
sound. That of W. R. Capehart is a mile 
and a half long; steam power is used in 
hauling. Aj one haul 1 spring 485,000 
herrings a 2,500 shad w@re landed. The 
annual herring catch there is 40,000,000, 
Dr. Capehart is being earnestly pressed 
for appointment as United States fish com- 
missioner. 


TROOPS FOR CAPE TOWN. 


English Are Preparing for Anything 
That May Occur. < 


London, January 8.—The Telegraph today 
says that the government has decided to 
send to Cape Town, as soon as possible, 
strong enforcenrents of cavalry and in- 
fantry.

He was killed in Harpoot near 
the American college buildings.

Major Wills Working Among the Exhib- 
itors for the Centennial. 


THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING 


Is What He Wants—The Tennessee 
Enterprise Is Now Well 
Under Way. 


— 


Major A. W. Wills, of Nashville, com- 
missioner general of the Tennessee Centen- 
nial, and the board of directors of that en- 
terprise are happy. They have secured the 
consent of most of the exhibitors at the 
Atlanta exposition to come to their city 


during the fall. 

Major Wills left after remaining in the 
city for several days. He has inter- 
fWiewed the exhibitors. He has looked 
carefully into the management of the 
Cotton States and International exposition. 
He studied it in the beginning. He has 
examined it after the close. 

He has learned what an exposition is in 
its true sense and is fully familiar with 
the way of running one. He has started 
out at the head of an enterprise which the 
Nashville people say will far eclipse the 
effort of Atlanta. The Nashville people 
are enthused. They are joining hands and 
all citizens of that plucky city have locked 
arm's to carry forward the enterprise to 
glorious completion. 

“I'll say this,” said the commissioner 
teneral yesterday afternoon, “I believe 
that the people of our town are much 
more loyal to the Centennial than the 
people of Atlanta were to the exposition 
here. It was a hard matter to get the 
masses in Atlanta, I am told, to take hold 
of the exposition and appreciate it. We 
have had no trouble in Nashville. From the 
time we started the enterprise has re- 
ceived the indorsement and co-operation 
of every class in the city. The state re- 
fused at first to give us any appropriation. 
We went to work and in six months time 
had almost double the amount that the 
Atlanta exposition started out with. Just 
to show how deeply the people were in- 
terested it was decided by a vote of the 
citizens to appropriate from the public 
treasury a large amrount. When this was 
added to the private subscriptions the 
@um reached $350,000. A park of two 
hundred acres, upon which $100,000 had 
been expended in the months preceding 
the inception of the enterprise, was also 
provided. The other cities came in and 
large amounts were received from all di- 
rections. 

“I expect that a special session of the 
general assembly will be called some time 
this month for the purpose of reconsider- 


ing the former action and giving a gener- 
ous appropriation. All of the counties are 
preparing to have exhibits in addition to 
their general appropriation to the fair.” 

The purpose of the centennial goes fur- 
ther than any local pride. It appeals to 
the whole state, to every town and hamlet. 
It celebrates the birth of the state and 
all are interested. 

“We are rushing work with a vim. The 
changes there in a day are surprising. 

“Yes, I have succeeded in seeing many 
of the exhibitors here and I feel that 
many of them will come to Nashville. We 
have agents now in all of the big towns 
looking after exhibitors. We are offering 
them the best inducements and will see 
that they are well cared for. We are 
greatly encouraged in this regard.” 

To Get the Government Building. 

While the immediate mission of Major 
Wills seems to have been for the 
purpose of interviewing the exhibitors it is 
said that he was here on altogether a dif- 
ferent object; that the real purpose of his 
trip was to see the members of the gov- 
ernment board now in Atlanta, with a 
view of obtaining the government building 
for the Tennessee Centennial. 

Of course the power to dispose of the 
building in this way does not rest with 
the board, but by their consent the auction 
can be postponed and time can be given the 
Nashville pecple to consult congress and 
get a bill through, giving the structure to 
them. It is hoped, also, to secure a large 
government appropriation. 

It is probable that Chevalier A. Macchi, 
general European commissioner, will be 
connected with the Nashville fair in the 
same capacity he served here. Major Wills 
will urgently recommend him for the place, 


What Price on Them? 

No arrangement has been yet made for 
the disposal of the buildings at the exposi- 
tion. Appraisers have been sent out 
by Captain George W. Parrott, with in- 
structions to inspect every building and all 
property belonging to the company. Their 
report will be made in a few days. 

When everything is rightly appraised 
Captain Parrott will call for bids and the 
buildings will be sold off to the highest 
bidder. 

A Commissioners’ Catalogue. 

Commissioner Macchi has issued the 
Official catafogue of the foreign section. 
This is a neat book, containing an account 
of the European section with a list of for- 
eign exhibitors. The book has been held 
for some time, awaiting the arrival of the 
decisions of the international jury. Mr. 
Macchi says that he regrets putting the 
book in press without them.

FEDERAL VIVANDIER&. 


She Followed the Stars and Stripes 
and Died a Pauper.

tWnmourned and without a friend or 


relative to be with her in her last hours, , 


Sophie Helrigel, who has for years been 
before the Cincinnati public, died yester- 
day at the city infirmary, where she had 
lived for months. 

Mme. Sophie Helrigel was born in France 
from whence, in 1850, she came to Cin- 
cinnati. She was a brilliant woman, of 
excellent education, spoke English, Ger- 
man, French, Spanish, Flemish and Dutch, 
and had no trouble in establishing a suc- 
cessful private school for languages. 

By the time the war of the rebellion 
broke out she had amassed a small for- 
tune. She entered the service, followed the 
Ninth Ohio to the battlefields, attended 
to the wounded soldiers and devoted the 
greater part of her fortune to the es- 
tablishment of field hospitals. 

Through her three years’ service 
carried an ordinary soldier’s canteen, 
this, ‘together with a flag which she 
also acquired in the service, was the one 
treasure of her life. So great was her 
veneration for the stars and stripes, that 
her dying request was that she be wrapped 
in this flag befcre being consigned to her 
coffin. ‘ 

After the war Mme. Helrigel returned to 
Cincinnati. Her health was lost during 
the hardships of the war, and her mind 
becanre more or less affected and prevent- 
ed her from pursuing her occupation. 

Twenty years ago Howard Douglas be- 
came interested in her and attempted to 
secure a pension for her, but failed. From 
this on she practically became an object 
of charity. Mr. Douglas continually pro- 
vided for her.
